Russia Changes 
Stand on Nuclear 
Disarmament 


LONDON. — (UP) — The Soviet 


Union suddenly shifted its position 
today and announced it is ready 
to discuss nuclear disarmament as 
well as conventional arms cuts. 


The switch in Soviet tactics was 


announced by Andrei Gromykb, 
Moscow's chief delegate 
to 
the 


current five-power United Nations 
disarmament .talks. 


Gromyko told 
the conference 


this morning that the Soviet Union, 
may amend its proposal to > cut 
only conventional weapons, and in- 
clude nuclear arms reductions as 
well. 


Authoritative 
western 
sources 


said it was too early to tell if 
this was a major concession by 
the Soviets; or whether it was a 
propaganda maneuver designed to 
improve the appearance of Mos- 
cow's arms proposal. 


The proposal which 
Gromyko 


presented to his colleagues from 
the United States. Britain, France 
and Canada on March 27 dealt 
only with conventional arms.
